Bush abandons 
sea, landltacticaL 
nuclear weapons

WASHINGTON — President Bush, 
oonouncing a series of dramatic actions to 
lower nuclear-cra military tensions', said 
Friday night he is eliminating all U.S. 
battlefield nuclear weapons and colled on 
Moscow to make a motching gestvm. » 

He also-proposed that the Soviet Union 
negotiate a ban on the most dangerous 
atomic weapons of all; land-based, long- 
range missiles. 

The president said the collapse of the 
Soviet threat paved the way for "the most 
fundamanental change in nuclear forces in 
over 40 years." 

Bush directed that effective immcdiotcly, 
•U.S. strategic bombers would “stand down 
from, their alert posture." Those warplanes 
have been flying rotating missicjis- 
tliroughout the Cold War years. 

“As we implement these initiatives, we 
will closly watch how the new Soviet 
leadership responds," Bush said. "We 
expect our bold initiatives to be met with 
equally bold steps on the Soviet side." 

Bush’s initiative rnarks one of the 
broadest and most comprehensive changes 
in U.S. nuclear strategy since the start of 
the nuclear arms race in the curly 1 950s: 

'The mainstay of Bush’s proposal was 
elimination and destruction of so-called 
theater wcapons.uhe tactical nuclear 
missiles that con be launched from land, 
bombers, submarines and ships to hit short- 
range enemy targets. Most arc based in 
Europe, aimed at SdvieTBites. Some ore 
deployed in South Kot ^nimed-at the 
North. I / . ,

"I have asked the Soviets to go down this 
road with us — to destroy their entire 
inventory of ground-launched theater 
nuclear weapons," Bush said in a 
nationally broadcast address. 

He called on Moscow to open 
negotiations for a quick agreement to 
eliminate all long-range ballistic missiles 
with multiple woriieads, on area where the 
Soviet Union has a large advantage. He did 
not propose negotiations on multiple 
warhead missiles at sea, where the United 
States has the edge. 

“The prospect of a Soviet invasion into 
Western Europe, launched with little or no 
warning, is no longer a realistic-threat,"

crumbled. In the Soviet Union, the 
advocates of democracy triumphed over a

“We can now take steps to make the . 
world a less dangerous place than ever 
before in the nuclear age," Bush said. The 
president said he had the support of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff.

BOISE — The Idaho Supreme Court on 
Friday rejected an $8.8 million jury verdict 
against West One Bonk in a dispute over a 
troubled mushroom form north of Bliss. 

The decision could be worth more than 
$14 million to the bank afier attorney's fees 
and interest arc added to the verdict. The 
case resulted in one of the longest jury 
trials in Idolio history at the county level - 
more than a dozen weeks of testimony was 
presented. 

The Supreme Court in a footnote to the 
main decision questioned the judge’s 
decision to forgive a $3.2 million loan 
owned by thc-rfompnny to the bank. The 
court said that could be “double recovery,"

West One’s hcodquartcrs at Boise had no 
immediate comment, but one of its lawyers 
was pleased by the decision.

The case was closely watched by the 
banking industry as an indication of how 
much courts will hold bonks responsible 
for- how fairly they- must- trent their 
customers.

that misconceptions and hysteria 
about the two sports will push 
ofTicials to overreoct. 

“If they are afraid themselves, 
they think It should be banned,” said 
Wagenman, who has coaxed many 
people to jump.

He said he shares Munn’s 
concerns about jumpers, and 
bystanders distracting mbtorists.

But jumping itself is safer than 
driving down the highway, 
Wagenman sold.

CHEYENNE, Wyo. (AP) - Eco- 
nomic experts have disagreed on 
- thc-outlook- for-rural --economics, - 
with one predicting their demise 
and another predicting opportuni- 
ties for growth. 

Wendell Berry, a professor at the 
University of Kentucky, and Phil 
Burgess, the president of the Center 
for the New Wnl, expressed diver- 
gent views oh rural economies 
Monday during a panel held in the 
course of the Western Legislative-' 
Conference in Cheyenne. 

Berry, speaking during a news 
conference prior to the panel dis- 
cussion moderated by Gov. Mike 
Sullivan, said bKau.se rural 
economics depend on the wi.se u.se 
of land, they ore in danger because 
land is slipping away from the pco- ‘ 
pic best qwilifled to takO care of it. 

"We have nothing but the land to 
live from." Berry said. "We have to 
preserve it in our use, but we've 
lost caretakers at a scandalous rate. 
The land is passing more and more 
into indilTcrcnt hands." 

As lands arc consolidated and 
made into larger ranches and farms, 
the quality of their care is deterio- 
rating. Berry said. "Chemicals arc 
being used in agriculture ... to re- 
place people,” he said, contributing 
to ground and water pollution. 

And the concentration of large 
amounts oCJand in a few hands is a 
failure of democracy, he added. 

“People who came over here un- 
derstood that private ownership is 

only safeguard a^iast -tyi/on; • 


ny," he said. “Ifyou reduce owner- 
ship, you reduce democracy." 

— Small operoiions arc being oper- - 
ated by i^-limc workers, which 
also hurts the quality of land main- 
tenance and conservation. Berry 
said. 

But Burgess maintained that ru- 
ral economics arc far mpre diversi- 
fied than Berry suggested. "Out of 
3,000 counties in this country, only 
400 ore dominated by agriculture,” 

' he said. "Those counties who.havc 
access to airports, health care and 
other systems are doing very well.” 
Increased transportation, health 
care and telecommunications ser- 
vices' ore vitaMo rural economies if- 
Ihcy are to experience growth. 
BurgCM said. 

■ "You can't be digging your heels 
in the ground looking for the good 
old days,' which aren't that old or 
ever that good," he said. "Local 
people have to make the systems 
work (hat (were) working against 
them." 

Burgess said his organization, in 
a study of what had been consid- 
ered one of the poorest counties in 
the nation, found instead a thriving 
economy driven by "visionary 
leadership." 

He said while traditional indus- 
tries such as agriculture ond-mining 
will ,be a port of rural economics, 
expansion con and will occur. 

"The leAl danger here is to look 
at the hole and not the doughnut, 
which, unlike real doughnuts, has a 
|o( of nu^lion," he said.

"We'll pick out the stock we're go- 
ing to sell and gather the stock 
that's going to be fed” over the 
winter. 

Yowcll said be was pleased that 
the BLM hod agreed to let the 
. Shoshone , oversee, grazing around 
the ranch, but said a larger battle 
. between the tribe and the federal 
govenunent over some 12 million 
acres of Wcsicm land would con- 
tinue. 

In June, U.S. District Judge 
Bruce Thompson rejected the sis- 
ters' reque^ to disqualify the gov- 
ernment from the otse by nding 
that the nation is sovereign under 
the 1863 Treaty of Ruby Valley 
arid it and its members are exempt 
from BLM grazing fees. 

The sisters claim their nation is 
sovereign under the 1863 treaty. 

In August, the sisters, and the 
tribal council sued to reclaim what 
they say are millions of acres of an- 
cestral land and more than SI 00 
billion in damages.

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Economist analyze marketing plans, alternatives 


MANHATTAN. Kan. - Farmers can’t pre- 
dict the weather and market shifl-s that nuy 
affect their year’s profit-s. Just planting a crop 
can seem like an act of faith. 

. *Tluit may be why many producers see no 
sense in doing what financial experts advi.se: 
to examine all aliemalivcs and plan their 
year’s marketing strategy even before they 
plant," said Art Bamaby, Knnso.s State Uni- 
versity- Ex tensio n economist. "Still, early 
planning is the only real way to start manag- 
ing farm ri.sk;" 

Winter wheat growers mu.st decide by 
Sept. 30. for'cxumplc. whether to try to use 
one management tool. That's the Multiple 
Peril Crop In.surance sign up dcadlinc^_ 

"Many famicrs view MPCI as the surest 
way to protect against yield lossas," Bamaby 
Mid. "What most producers don't see. how- 
ever. is that MPCI also can reduce their risk 
in forward pricing a crop. 

“Farmers still have three MPCI coverage 
level choices: 50. 65 or 75 percent of their 
proven yields. Last year, farmers had to pick 
their price election for that coverage level 
from three specific prices. TTiis year, howev- 
er. they can pick any price from 78 cents to 
S3 u bushel." 

Farmers have never been aggressive about 
forward pricing grain, he said. Yet history 
shows they ohen get chances to "capture" 
higher prices before harve'si. 

To prove his point. Bamaby analyrxd sev- 
eral pricing oliemutivcs, to see how a typical 
central Konsa.s wheal farmer might have 
fared in the 1990-91 crop year. 

He assumed the example farmersigned up 
for the govcmmeht’rwheflt prograrTnindTivs” 
eraged producing about 40 bushels of wheal 
per acre. 


"Of course, hindsight is always ca.sicr," the 
economist said. "If nothing else, price fore- 
casting is ri.sky: the market reacts quickly to 
ncjv information. v 
"Even so, you must budget out your ollu- 
naiivcs, using the best carly-scoson data 
available. Tlicn you must choose a plan lhat 
has a realistic chtmcc for good returns - but 
stay flexible, in com something goes sour." 

Lost year, many farmers expected wheat 
prices to drop oboul S2.30 a bushel by har- 
vest, Bamaby said. Some also lost wheat to 
drought, hail and wind. * 

"Of course, prices might have risen until 
and beyond harvest lime. Farmers might or 
might not have ended up with a crop to har-

“Still, that doesn't mean a March forward 
contract would've been a bad idea — particu- 
larly if protected by a July call option und 
crop insurance." 

Through spring, the amount farmers could 
have forwaru comrrkcied wheat for depended 
on their It^al basis (difference between the 
current futures contract and local cash 
prices), the economist said. Kansas growers 
with a 30-<ent basis had several chances to 
.sell their ‘91 wheat for S2.60 a bushel or 
more. Those with a lO-ccm basis could have 
contracted their production at least $2.80 a 
bushel. 

When Bamaby analyzed results of the ex- 
ample fanner's eorly-season marketing alter- 
natives, he found nomial crop yields could 
have led to the following:

$2.30 a bushel ($92 an acre).

Crop credit to Soviets 
greeted with wary eye

TWiNJFAlJ.S.- ..The, .issue of-crediL in 

the Soviet Union occupied the '‘front bum* 
er" of the barley-market this week but 
failed to interest many in paying higher 
prices. . ' 

The Portland market at $105 a ton, 
stayed stable with last week. 

The Commodity Credit Corp. increased

million in USDA short*tcrm credit to the 
Soviet Union. The previous guarantee of 98 
percent of principle' had failed to interest 
lenders. 

Given the instability in the huge super- 
power spawning new nations almost week- 
ly. "banks were balking at taking even a 2 
percent risk with the Soviet Union." said 
Tim MeCteevy, administrator with the Ida- 
ho Barley Commission in Boise. 

“Banks are big on getting poid. Right 
now there is uncertainty about how the loon 
• is going to be repaid.” 

The USDA has made the loan package a 
little more attractive for the banks, making 
the interest rale an adjustable rate, tied to a 
Treasury bill index at the time of export 
Currently, the rate would be lower for the.

Experts expect strong 
wheat feeding in report

CHICAGO - Strong wheat feeding and 
slightly soil levels of com feeding are like- 
ly to be signaled in USDA's quarterly grain 
stocks report, due at Tp.nt. Monday. 

The report will indicate final 1990-91 
ending stocks for soybeans and com, and 
show how wheat demand fared in the first 
quarter of the 1991-92 wheat marketing 
year. 

Soybean stocks in all positions as of Sep 
I were pegged by analysts at 324 million 
bushels, with com stocks at I.S33 billion 
and wheat at 2.070 billion. 

For wheat, many analysts anticipate a 
heavy wheat feeding figure for the June- 
August quarter. That would include a fair 
amount of hard rad winter wheal os well as 
off-grade, low test weight s6n red winter 
wheat harvested in the southern Midwest. 

The 2.070-billion-bushcl wheal estimate 
•.compares with 866 million os of June I but 
is well down from 2.4 10 billion a year ago. 
Fourteen estimates ranged from 2.008 to 
2.104 billion bushels. 

Sid Love, analyst with the Helming 
Group in Overland Park, Kan., pegged 
first-quarter wheat feeding at 350 million 
hu.shels. comp aretl with 4 07_miilion-for-iho- 
same period a year ago. Other estimates 
ringed frorh 300 to 4 1 6 million bushels.

"Tlic market was good news this week,” 
said Mike Sands, USDA market reporter in 
Denver. "We turned the comer on the low 
S70s," bringing slaughter prices into tltc $72 
to $72.50 j>er hundrcdwci^it range. 

Sands called the improvement a “tempo- 
-- rary situation. We have had good movements 
— from-becfpackera-to-rctailerii-building-their- 
invcntorics for the first of the month fea- 
tures." 

"For the next two weekends we will be 
okay. Blit the rest of October the-rctailers 
feature pork and chicken." 

The market cannot continue the good 
news. "The price incrca.se is more titan the 
moikcC can sustain,” Sands said. "We’ll see it 
retrace its way to the $69 and $70 per hun- 
dredwei^t level.” 

There is still an ovcrstmply of cattle - par- 
ticularly heavy or overfinished cattle. "We 
have a larger number of cattle to move. The 
slaughter in September will be higher than a 
year ago." 

"The market weights ore very heavy," 
Sands said. "The market responds to tonnage 
rather than the number of calves. Tonnage 


will be high for at least the nc.xt 30 days then 
wc’!l sum into-u seasonal decline in slaugh- 
ter numbers." 

Sands expects the next peak in the market 
will be before year's end with prices in the 
$76 to $78 per hundredweight due to' the 
shortage of cattle on the market at that time. 

Ovcifinishi^ caiilc have rirjullcd from 
fccdloi operators withholding the beef, hop- 
ing for a better price. Carca.s.ses over 900 
pounds arc being discounted $10 to $25 a 
hundredweight due to tlic problems shipping 
them.

Slaughter prices helped out feeder prices. 
CUivcs weighing 500 to 600 pounds were 
selling in the low to mid $90s. Calves in the 
700 to 800 pound range were selling for $85 
to $87 per hundredweight, up by $1 to $2 a 
hundredweight, •Tcflccting the rebound on 
the slaughter market." 

Calves coming off the range will push the 
market downw^. but Sands expixts the 
price to hold in the mid $80s in October and 
.strengthen during the months leading into 
January. 

He expects the weakness from the range 
and weened calv'es to la.sl' about 30 to 45 
days. “That's temporary, too. I don't think 
feeder prices will go any lower." '

ST. PAUL, Minn. - Changing herd sire, 
land base or crop mix would be financially 
beneficial to most Midwestern dairy opera- 
tions. That is the conclusion of a recent 
University of Minnesota smdy of dairy 
farm change strategics. 

"The study was based on subjective anal- 
ysis and represents trends," says Joe Con- 
lin, University of Minnesota extension 
dairy scientist “And it was based on the 
assumption of a small decline in milk 
prices, a small increase in feed prices and 
stable land values." 

Changes niost likely to be economically 
beneficial include expanding the herd, rais** 
ing forages only and buying grain, and 
buying all feed. 

Selling land shows promise of success in 
some operations and not in others, while 
buying more land is unlikely to be benefi- 
cial is most coses. The study also shows 
these change strategics ore least likely to be 
bcncficia] for fanns with high debt, low 
productivity or small herds.

"For 
at leo.st die post two years, many' 
producers haven't covered die cost 
of prodiicti on. much less out any 
money in their pockets." 

The break-even ' point for die 
bulk of producers Is in the $64 to 
$70 per hundredweight range. “At 
$49 they are staying in business for 
the bonk," Robb said, “just to keep 
the business going."

WASHINGTON (AP) — Cali- 
fornia growers unhappy with fed- 
eral ' marketing regulations dis- 
tributed boxes of small ahd “ille- 
gal” nectarines on Monday to 
President Bush, Agriculture Scc- 
rclnt^ Edward Madigan and con-. 
— greMional^fficials.- 

Altliough the nectarines taste as 
good as any at the grocery store, 
the box the^ were delivered in 
warned that it contained an “ille- 
gal substance.” The disgruntled 
producers complain that current 
marketing orders unfairly keep 
smaller fruit off retail shelves, and 
at great cost to them, and higher 
prices for consumers. 

“It's hard to believe, biit the 
fruit in this box coruiot be sold 
legally and must be destroyed be- 
cause the U5DA says it* is too 
small," the label said. “Obviously, 
it is small fruit. But what right 
does the federal government have 
to tell farmers what size fruit they 
can sell?” 

Monday’s protest was orga- 
nized by the Farmers Alliance for 
Improved Regulation (FAIR), 
which represents about one-thiid 
of the peach and nectarine grow- 
ers in California. It comes on the 
eve of hearings in Visalia, Calif., 
on whether the peach and nec- 
tarine marketing orders should be 
abolished or i^Iaccd with a state 
program. 

Jim Moody, on attorney for 
FAIR, said the California market- 
ing orders were originally de- 
signed to ensure a stable market 
for California's fruit growers but 
hove since been corrupted by “the 
big bbys."

2-month drought in Washington 


bodes ill for crop, agent predicts 


SPOKANE ( AP) — A laic sum- 
mer drought could threaten winter 
crops in Eastern Washington, a 
county agent says. 

The limited August and 
September rainfall could jeopar- 
dize the $30 million dry pea' and 
lentil crop produced in Spokane 
and Whitman counties. The 
drought could also inhibit germi- 
nation of 100,000 acres of wheat 
and barley seed before the snow 
flies. . 

"Farmers ore having to dust in 
their seed," said Paul Peterson, 
county agent for the Washington 
State University Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service.

The Mexican Free Trade A^cc- 
mcni may have dangerous conse- 
quences for U.S. agricultural and 
other indu5tric.s. Free trade has 
been sold to us by repeating the 

- truism that we can compete against 
anyone, given a level playing field. 

We arc told the biggest impedi- 
ments to that level playing field arc 
the unfair barriers other countries 
put up against our products and the 
enormous- subsidies they pay their 
producers. Japan and members of 
the European Common Market arc 
used to illustrate those using unfair 
practices. 

However, it is important to un* 
dcrstond_^l the threat to the level 
field' from ’countries like Mexico 
and many Third World nations is 
equally severe. There, a lower 
standard of living makes the cost 
of business minirnol.iMexican pro- 
ducers and industrialists enter a 
free agreement with (he Unit- 
'bd States with sigmficaot odvan- 
tages. The first is their labor costs. 

Wa^ and difld labor

that no one can be asked to work 
for less than $4.25 on hour (and 
that figure will soon reach $4.75) 
or for more than eight hours a day , 
without ovenithe.

“TnDwnwngetira'lO-i 12- orl4-hour 
day. So, to maintain standards of 
living. for our -workers, our direct 
labor costs tut 10 to 12 times high- 
er than in Mexico.

Endurance race veteran tells 
host’s done -^uc^sfiilly-

JACKPOT - About 50 riders arc 
cxpcelcd to compete today in the 
Diamondfield .Jack Endurance 
Morse Race. 

Tlie 50'mile course is set up in 
two 15-mile circles and one 20.milc 
circle outside Jackpot. Nev. 

Between high desert hills and 
rocky • n.ils., the racers will be 
stopped for veterinary checks to 
make sure the horses arc not over- 
worked or dehydrated. 

Novice riders can take just one 
15.mile lotip to win a T-shin. The 
SO-inilc riders will compete in dif- 
ferent weight clns-scs for cash and 
new riding equipment. An addition- 
al award will go to one of the first 
K) horses across the finish line that 
is judged to be in the best condition. 

•There’s a lot to endurance and 
competitive riding," says Diamond- 
field race manager Eleanor Sargent, 
who hxs been competing in the sport 
for about 25 years. “You've almost 
got to cal, drink and sleep that 
Ijprsc. You’ve got to understand 
your horse and know how yoil’rc 
going to ride."
